Let's Remember the Asians in South Africa 


As the racial tensions in South Africa escalates， 
Chinese Americans can no longer remain Silent. 

The Chinese in America，who have exberienced 
racial discrimination for more than a_ century and 
have Seen ouI lawmakers legislate the Chinese Ex- 
clusion Act，abhor apartheid. We find the South 
African government's reaction to _ recent domestic 
violence and internaticonal outcry arrogant and 
contemptible. 


We would 1like to remind our readers that :the 
problem in South Africa is not only a black vs，white 
Situation: there are thousands of Asians living in 
south Africa today. Although the government has 
recently created a _ separate colored aSSembly，and hzs 
lifted the Chinese to the_ classification of "honorary 
whites,"” Asians in the country Still face bias and 
discrimination. And Chinese Americans who live in 
the Southern states as late as the 1950?S would 
remember what it was 1like to be classified as 
"Colored." 


As we fought for our equality and civil rights，let 
us not forget both the blacks and the Asians in South 
Africa. 


Dismantling of School Affirmative Action 


Our worst fear has now become a reality in the hand of the 
new vindictive School board and administration in San 
Francisco. 


On July:31 we expressed our apprehension over the abrupt 
and disruptive removal of former Superintendent Robert Alioto 
by the bare majority of the seven-member SE Board of 
Education.， Specifically we wrote，"Not Only are we concerned 
about the stability and integrity of the school distrlict，we are 
alSo most apprehensive over the future of exilsting programs of 
integration，bilingual education and affirmative action. In 
particular，we have reasons to woOIIY Over what will happen to 
the district"s bilingual education program mandated by the US 
Supreme Court following the Lanu V. Nichols decision and how 
personnel changes in these programs will affect the quallity of 
education. Last but not least,， we must wonder If the 
affirmative action program initiated by Alioto and his top staff 
will be dismantled and whether the Asian American school 
administrators， promoted during the Alioto era，such as 
Associated Superintendent Carol Choye and Personnel Director 
Albert Cheng， to mention a few，will become victims of similar 
inatrigues." 


We are indeed most distressed to learn last week that the 
Dumber of minority administrators has declined under the 
district's new management team and women have lost clout The 
latest report indicates that twenty-two new administrators， 
including eleven who are not minorities，have been named by 
the Myra Kopf-Carlos Cornejo regime.， Superintendent Cornejo 
noOw Surrounds himself with almost all white male advisors. 
Also, Since July, thirteen administrators，all minorities，have left 
the ranks or been demoted.， Asian Americans appear to have 
Sustained the heaviest casualties:， both Choye and Cheng have 
been demoted.， Several Asian and Hispanic _ administrators 
holding key positions in the district?s bilingual education 
program likewise suffered the same fate. 


To add insult to injury，board president Kopf suggested that 
the changes were necessary "because he (Alioto) would pnut 
people there who didn"t qualify.” 


As for the districts 1975 affirmative action_ resolution OF 
making its teaching and administrative staff reflective of the 
ethnicity of its student body，Kopf's _ attitude is outright 
contemptuous: "The resolution is worth nothing at this time" 
As board member Ben Tom correctly pointed out，"Whbhat she is 
really Saying is She doesn't really Support affirmative action， 


It would be wrong to lay the blame solely on Kopf.，、 What is 
going on has the consent and Support of the slim majority which 
includes Rosario Anaya，Libby Dennebeim and Joanne Miller. 
Their-actions individually must be held accountable.

"Asians in South Africa are 
treated 3S Second class 
citizens,” added Harrington， 
who has visited that country 
several times.， "They don't 
have the right to_ vote. They 
have limited rights to leasing 
or Selling property ..， AsSians 
have been forcibly moved and 
had their homes and busi- 
nesses literally destroyed." 


He named IJBM as one 
example of an American 
company that helps the 
South African government 
Implement apartheid. 


BOOK OF LIFE 


"Every man，woman and 
child in South Africa has to 
maintain an lidentity document 
known as a3 “Book of Life.”... 
AsSians have a little more 
mobility than blacks，but they 
Still have to carry a Book of 
Life， IBM processes the Book 
of Life, and scrutinizes Asians 
and blacks for their political 


activities. Asians，1like colored 
and blacks, have been rounded 
up and identified. The police 
State identifies them through 
thls data. 

"IBM sells and 1leases the 
computers. And of course they 
maintain the  _ computers 
through 3a service contract. 
And they're not required to do 
that by law." 

民 im was asked whether a 
total abandonment of South 
Africa by American companies 
would cause  _ people to 
lose interest in socially 
reSponsible investment firms 
Such as Workin8g Assets. 

"No. It would probably 
iDrOoye OUI business,” he 
Teplied.

while. Given that the Hong Kong 
School System 18 compulsory only 
Up to the equlvalent of our ninth- 
grade level, it is no wonder that 
under family pressures the children 
choose to fnd jobs as early as pos- 
Sible in order to augment the fam- 
lly Income. But without the scho- 
lastic credentials, Ah Ying and her 
Siblings ftace the same fsh-after- 
fsh careers as that of their parents . 

The Huis occupy.a pair of ad- 
joining fats in what appears to be 
one of Hong Kong's many public 
housing projects (that they have 
obtained Side-by-side _ units seems 
in fact quite hicky). One of the 
small fats serves as a living/dining 
room for the entire family，with 
the elder brother and his wife oc- 
cupying the bedroom ; the second 
fat accommodates the other eight， 
with the parents in the bedroom 
and the other Six children sleeping 
on three bunk beds in the main 
room. What AhYing can therefore 
claim as her own space，in the 
Western individualistic Sense，1s 
Inerely a cube of air delineated by 
her lower bunk (although in one 
Scene another Sisterls shown Sleep- 
ing on it). It ls here that Ah Ying 
hangs her treasured blirthday cards 
from her boyfriend, and lt 1S here 
that she Invites Cheung to Sit when 
he vlslts. But these are Small Iluxu- 
Ties. When Cheung betrays hils 
Western mores by Suggesting that 
She live out on her own, Ah Ying 
immediately dlismlsses lt as naive ; 
it is a Sober recognition that these 
two fats are where She will Stay for 
years to come. 


SARDINES 


Privacy perforce takes the form 
of stereo headphones in such a 
home life; it not that，then one 
Imust get used to others listening in 
on One's telephone conversatlons. 
And in order to _ escape from the 
crowded family environment( “sar- 
dines ”as Ah Ying describes lt)， 
the Hul children seek outslde ac- 
tivlties 一 the “studying, picnlcking， 
campling，Swimming ”that thelr 
father complains about. Camping 
trips such as the one AhYing remi- 
Dlsces about may be a bit uncom- 
mon，but 1It does Show to what 
lengths young people will go to 
have a few intimate moments by 
themselves. (AhYing and her boy- 
friend，Ah Hung，also enjoy the 
luxury of Ah Hung's Private rooms 
in hls famlly's fat where they can 
have Sex). 了 Evening Schools，like 
the acting class and the French 
and fencing clubs mentioned by 
one of the Sisters，are often at- 
tended more for diverslion and so- 
clal Opportunilties and not Deces- 
sarily forthe subjects being taught. 
It is inevitable that the father 
counting noses In hls Chiu Chow 
dialect one night would fnd one 
of his children still not returned 
home. 

FEor the-Hul children marriage 
would seem to _ provide the only

way out of their sardine SuUrround- 
ingS$. Ah Ying's parents，Seeing 3 
Prize catch 位 om America' for one 
of theirolder daughters, areunder- 
standably full of praise for the 
”indispensable”Ah Ying when 
Cheung comes to visit. Yet we do 
wonder whether in fact the other 
daughter who gets pregnant and 1s 
no longer living at home by the 
end of the movie ls really living a 
life much different from before， 
say, with her husband's family. Had 
Ah Ying continued going with her 
boyfriend，we would expect that 
this would be her future too. 


MIND OF HER OWN 


Ah Ying herself ls shown to be 
considerate and responslible, direct 
and with a mind of her own. Be- 
Sides being willing to work for her 
parents，she demonstrates a flial 
sympathy for her inebriated fatherm， 
helping him offt the foor. She 1s 
also able to anticlipate his angem， 
hiding the kitchen knife just be- 
fore he is told about her Sisters 
Pregnancy. She knows where her 
Imissing women classmates are and 
stands up for them: And she takes 
risks，as shown whien she volun- 
teers to Sing in the frst acting class 
and when as a playful salutation 
she walks up to hlt her teacher 
in the bookstore. But she can be 
moody and withdrawn，as we See 
both at the beginning and end of 
the flm, just after the breaking up 
of a relationshlip. 

By washing her hands and face 
of the fsh smell just before acting 
class，Ah Ying reveals_ her Own 
sense of shame regarding her 
hawker's life, suggesting a recognl- 
tion byherthatthere may be some- 
thing more to life than her present 
dead-end Situation. This dissatis- 
faction is confrmed by her expla- 
nation，given that Same night in 
class, that she enrolled "to look tor 
another road out…” We suspect that 
a month or two earlier she Prob- 
ably considered her relationship 
with her boyfriend as fulflling 
enough (as he observes， “TI didn't 
expect you toO be so serious ). Had 
she been going out with him still， 
she most likely would not have 
been SO predisposed to take the 
fateful，spur-of-the-moment Step 
to join the class. 

Ah Ying enters the class with a 
fresh hope as Symbolized by her 
new，Sylvia Chang-the-flm star- 
like haircut. 工 he class proves to 
be quiteliberating, unlikethe stan- 
dard experiences found in the “die 
if told to die”Hong Kong educa- 
tional system. Cheung Chung Pak's 
teaching style exXpresses his West- 
ern training 一 where“education， 
derived from the Latin edzxco 
(meaning “to_ bring out )，i1s in 
direct contrast to the Hong 天 ong 
practice of“feeding the ducks… 
The acting students respond with 
creativity，as in this Same Scene 
when，after Cheung shoots them， 
they go him one better and fall

down dead . 
GOLDEN RULE 


Cheungs Simile that “chasing 
art will become like chasing a girl- 
friend”takes an ironlic tUrn as he 
and Ah Ying begin seeling each 
other after class. Especliallv for Ah 
Ying, the relationship transforms 
her both from within and without. 
As I have wrfitten in another con- 
text (in the Cltaural CUzaate, Janu- 
ary, 1982): 

“The Golden Rule is a paradox : 
One must be able to know and love 
oneself deeply before one can have 
something to share with another; 
conversely，only via interactions 
with others can one begin to dis- 
cover an identity for oneself.” 

And we see AhYing Step by step 
being able both to understand her- 
Self better and to be open to and 
care for her teacher. 

The relationship AnYing devel- 
ops with Cheung is something dif- 
ferent from the glittering Sunrises 
and passionate Sex Which she re- 
calls ofher earlier relationship with 
Ah Hung. Instead，wilith Cheung， 
cars fall apart, and they get kicked 
out of movie houses. Songs are 
exchanged out loud in late-night 
food stalls, and together they share 
the _ hard work of rehearsals. Ah 
Ying leans thatlove can be “deeper” 
(to use a term her former boy- 
friend gives continued lip service 
to). And this realization makes her 
problems at home and at the fsh 


stall seem not to bother as much. 

The critical turnaing point of the 
flm takes place on a pier at night， 
just after Cheung is told he cannot 
make his movie, and just beftore he 
announces the start of the Play for 
the acting class. Ah Ying conftdes 
in _ Cheung a desperate question 
which has been bottled up in hem 
which probably she has only re- 
cently articulated ftor herself，and 
which sums up all of her hbopes and 
fears : 

Ah Ying: You think life ls al- 
ways unfair then ” 

Cheung: Its never been any 
other way. That's how it 1S. 

AnYing: Why do I have to sell 
fsh 

Cheung: Maybe it's your fate.， 

It is the question of justice，OF 
rather the existential question of 
whether there 1S any Justice，OF 
meaning, to caged lives. 

Cheung's notion of fate 1$s Some- 
thing more than just nihillsm， 
sometimes a cynical excuse toO do 
nothing. Working on the Asian 
motif of reincarnation，Cheung 
suggests a resolution to the discrep- 
ancy between his fortune tellers 
prediction of success and the real- 
ity of his failed art. “They can ttell 
me when I will die. So 工 dont 
know whether I can expect Success 
in this life or the next2”he ob- 
serves，with a wit born of bis frus- 
trations. Given his general mave-

White areas，provided their 
potential nei8ghbors do not 
object.， If there are no 
objections，the Chinese mnust 
then obtain permits to OoccuUpYy 
their new homes. 


In the Sphere of education， 
until quite recently， the 
Transvaal Province and 
Somewhat earlier in the Cape 
Province，the Chinese were 
prohibited from attending the 
majority of White_ government 


schools. Almost all attended 
elther Chinese or White 
English-medium private 
Schools. 

In view of the fact that a 
"White"” private _ education 
often involved  _ considerable 


costs and Sacrifices to parents 
and that _ education in the 
majority of Chinese Schools 
also had to be paid for，many 
Chinese children enrolied at 
government Schools. 

This movement away from 
the private and Chinese 
Schools obviously had 
repercussions for the 1latter， 
the majority of which were 
faced with decreases in pupil 
enrollment and consequently, a 
decreased income. 


PORT ELIZABETH 


The one-room Chinese School 
housed in St Mark's Mission 
In0 Port Elizabeth was started 
in 1918. At that time，there 
were 16 Chinese children 
enrolled in the school. A short 
ttime later，the School was 
transferred to the Moi Yean 
ASssociation rooms at what is 
DOow Main Street. 

By 1921，the number of 
children attending the Chinese 
MiSsSsion School，as it was 
known，rose to 33. Although 
managed and financed by the 
Moi Yean Association，the 
School was staffed by the 
Anglican Church. 


Although aa number of 
pupils，after a short time at 
the School，were Sent to China 
to0 complete their education 
the School continued to grow. 


"CHINESE"” EDUCATION 


By September 192$， the 
number of pupils attending 
the School increased to $4 and 
the Moi Yean Association 
decided to employ a teacher 
from China，thus making the 
emlgration of pupils to China 


for a "Chinese"” education 
UnnecesSary-. 
Education at the school 


consisted of normal school 
Subjects in English during 
the mornings and two hours of 
Chinese every afternoon. 

By 1933，the church gave up 
its role Of providing staff for 
the School. Under the full 
control of the Moi Yean Asso- 
ciation，the School became 
known as the Chinese Primary 
School. 

In 19403DUtTeESSCROOT 
buillding was reconstructed to 
provide more .classrooms. 
During the next decade， 
enrollment at the School 
reached a peak of 212. 


CHINESE ASSOCIATION 
In 1951，the Chinese Primary 


School in Port Elizabeth was 
taken2aover sbyathe Cape 
Education Department. At 
thlis _ time，the Chinese High 
School was established in 
Cape Town and was run 3S 3a 
private School by the Chinese 
ASssociation.

However, the cost of running 
the high school， which 
provided a high standard of 
education，proved to be too 
considerable. In 1958，the 
Provinclal Administration was 
persuaded to _ take over the 
high school. Thus， the 
Chinese High School in Port 
Elizabeth became the only 
government-run Chinese School 
in the world outside of China. 

To _ this day， Chinese is 
taught from Sub A to Stan- 
dard 7 by Taiwanese teachers 
residing in South Africa on a 
temporary basis. In 1973，the 
High and Primary Schools 
amalgamated and moved to 
new prermises in Topaz Road. 
The schools are known for 
their academic standards and 
boast Some excellent Sports 
teams， 

TIhe Chinese High School in 
Port Elizabeth is a Cape 
Education Department School. 

There are presently 210 
pupils enrolled at the Sub A 
to Matriculation school，which 
isS _ government-run。 Chinese 
puplils in Port Elizabeth must 
either attend this .school or 
enroll at private Schools. 

There were approximately 40 
Chinese pupils attending 
private Schools rather than the 
Chinese High School in 1980. 
工 wo teachers from Taiwan are 
employed to teach Mandarin， 
which is compulsory,although 
it is not an examination 
Subject， These teachers are 
privately employed by the 
pupils” parents 


MOST GRADUATE 


Chinese students do well at 
School，Each year，between 60 
to0 70 percent of the high 
School graduates enroll at 3 
university。， IThe Chinese have 
a greater proportion of 
graduates than any other 
population group in South 
Africa. 

In view of the increase of 
Chinese who obtain university 
educations, it is not Surprising 
that the level of educational 
attainment varies _ inversely 
according to age. 


The  _ original Chinese 


上 Group Areas 
Chinese 


immigrants to South Africa， 
many 0f whom were illiterate， 
Strove for economic security So 
that their children could 
obtain the educational 
opportunities that they had 
lacked. 

In view of this_ increasing 
level of educational attain- 
ment，lit 1S alsoO perhaps not 
SuUrprising to note that more of 
the younger- Chinese than the 
older Chinese are employed in 
the professions today. 

Many older and middle-aged 
Chinese followed in their 
fathers” footsteps and became 
merchants， dealers and 
TestaurateurSs. 


GROUP AREAS ACT 


With the instituting of the 
Act， many 
businesses were 
threatened and parents were 


,denied the automatic right of 


transferring their business to 
their children。 In view of this 
precarious Situation，parents 
became even more reluctant to 
allow their children to_ enter 
businesses and gave them 
every 0pportunlity to attend 
universlities instead. Entry 
into the professions has given 
South African Chinese the 
opportunity to rise above the 
"discriminatory powers of the 
Group Areas Act" and "to earna 
a decent living.” A 8good 
education "gives yoUu 
Something they (that，is，the 
government) can never take 
away from you"” and restores 
dignity and pride， 

A 8good education，moreover， 
proyides _ the opportunity to 
center the professions and 
facilitates emigration. The 
provision of a good ediucation 
for their children acts as sort 
Oof an "insurance policy" for 
those Chinese concerned abonut 
their Own welfare in 1later 
yearS. 

The South African Chinese 
are mainiy traders in the 
wholesale and retail trade， 
professionals (Such as doctors， 
l]awyers，engineers，accoun- 
tants，3and architects)，clerks， 
typistS，computer operators 
and Salesmen who are attach- 
ed to White offices. Finan- 
cially，very few South African 
Chinese are in needy _ circum- 
StanceS. Most appear to to be 
part of the upper-middle 
income group. 

UNPREDICTABLE

much of the legislation 


instituted by the Group Areas 
Act has been relaxed as far as 
Chinese trading in White areas 
is concerned，many Chinese 
businessmen Still assess their 
Situation 3aS precarious and 
unpredictable. 

Historically，many Chinese 
pcople opened their own 
businesses which，to this day， 
remain quite Small When 
Non-Whites were removed 
from White areas，under the 
Group Areas Act， many 
Chinese  _ merchants were 
confronted by a dwindiling 
clientele。 Thus， in 1951，there 
were 131 shops in 证 
which were owned by Chinese 
people，The following decade， 


there were On1ly 67 
Chinese-owned Shops. 

During the last few years， 
with the ,relaxation of the 
Group Areas Act with respect 
to the Chinese，the number of 
Shops owned by Chinese 
people in Pretoria rose to 
approximately 70. 

However， the Situation 
remains unpredictable. Many 
Chinese parents will not allow 
their children to follow them 
into businesses because there 
are nO guarantees that fathers 
will be ,able to pass on their 
businesses to their Sons. 


COMPETITION 


The Chinese are also 
confronted with employment 
discrimination. It 1sS 
particularly prevalent among 
youne Chinese people who 
compete directly with Whites 
for jobs. The discrimination 
takes the form of subtle but 
pervasive differentiation 
which generally manifests 
itself in relation to both 
promotion and remuneration. 

Chinese people are rarely 
promoted to managerial posi- 
tions Over Whites and are 
frequently offered salaries 
lower than those offered to 
White job applicants. 

According to the Group 
Areas Act，the Chinese in 
South Africa are allowed to 
Owna property in their Own 
gIOuUpP area，which is _ situated 
in Port Elizabeth (Kabega 
Park). IThis Chinese Group 
Area is expbected to be 
deproclaimed soon. 

However，according to the 
Department of Community 
Development，South African 
Chinese are allowed to reside 
in White residential areas if 
they have a permit and if 


both of the members of 
parliament for the 
constituency and the 


prospective neighbors raise no 
objections. The permit is 
subject to withdrawal at any 
time and is not transferable. 
HGMILIATION 


Although the group areas 
principle is no longer Strictly 
enforced in Port Elizabeth and 
a Small number of Chinese 
people in Pretoria have 
Succcessfully resisted the 
development of group areasS， 
the Chinese people of South 
Africa remain humiliated by 
the residential restrictions 
imposed upon them. 

The permit System， whereby 
property is not necessarily 
transferable from parent to 
child and whereby permission 
can be withdrawn at any time， 
leaves people unsure of where 
they stand. Although the per- 
mit System may not be more 
than a formality and may be 
retained purely to avoid an 
adverse reaction from wealthy 
members of other Non-White 
populations， residence in a 
White area remains 8 privilege 
rather than a right. 

Moreover， it appears that the 
Department of Community 
Development may attempt to 
disperse the Chinese through- 
out White residential areas. 
Thus， if too0 many 
appplications are received for 
one particular area，permits 
are rejected and the Chinese 


individuals concerned haveatg 
re-apply for permits 下 
alternative areasS. 4

MERCHANIS 


In 1844 French planters oa 
nearbly Reunion Island also 
brought in 75 coolies from 
Singapore to work on the 
Sugar plantations. This was 
followed in 1845 by 3 
Shipment of workers directly 
from Xiamen (Amoy) in 
Fujian，China.、EFEujian and the 
Straits Settlements on the 
Malay Peninsula continued to 
be the source for Chinese 
labor and a few of them 1later 
settled on the island，But the 
present Chinese population 
estimated at 1$,000 is basically 
descended from merchants 
who first came around the 
1850?"s. 


These two specks of land in 
the_ Indian Ocean，especially 
Mauritius， Soon became 
jumping off places for Chinese 
colonization of Africa south 
of the Sahara.、 AS early as 
1862 an English missionary 
visiting Malagasy had noted: 
"...a Sort of chandler's shop 
kept by a Chinaman，the first 
of his race that I had ever 
Seen in the country..” 了 But it 
was not until the 1880's that 
more Chinese arrived by way 
of- Mauritius or Reunion to 
establish the Malagasian 
Chinese' community. Between 
1896 and 1901 the Frenach 
rulers of the istand also 
imported some 4,300 Chinese 
laborers from Tonkin in Indo 
China_ and _ FEujian，mainly for 
r0ad and Trailroad 
construction. Most of these， 
however， were repatriatcd 
after :expiration of their 
contracts. Today there are 
approximately 15,000 Chinese 
Malagasians. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Chinese first entered South 
Africa in 181$ as crafts 
workers In Cape Colony. In 
18$7 a few Chinese contract 
laborers were also introduced 
into Natal. Later，8old was 
discovered in Transvaal and 
Chinese merchants and 
workers， probably from 
Mauritius，began to settle in 
that region. _ From 1904 
through 1910 about 63,000 
contract workers were also 
recruited from North China to

The Chinese population on 
the African continent today 
is the Smallest of the Six 
inhabited continents， it 
being around 90,000，which 
would be less than the num- 
ber of Chinese in San Fran- 
cisco. The largest-concentra- 
tions are in Mauritius， 
Malagasy， 尺 eunion， and 
Union of South Africa，The 
Compositions of the_ various 
communities are Similar， 
consisting mostly of Canto- 
nese from Shunde and 
Nanhai (part of Sam Yup)， 
and Hakkas from Mei Xian. 
There is also aa Small 
minority from 9Sze Yup. 
Many Chinese.are merchants 
and Small entrepreneurs. 
Some are professionals 
while a few have established 
Small industries.、 There are 
also large Chinese farmers 
in Malagasy and 3a few small 
ones in South Africa. 
However，after completing 
their contracts the 41,000 
workers who survived the 
harsh working conditions 
returned to their homeland. 
The present Chinese popula- 
tion of about 9,000 in the 
Union of South Africa are 
descendents of free immli- 
grants，many of whom came 
by way of Mauritius. 

During the late 19th cen- 
tury，EFrench，Belgian and 
German interests each also 
tried using Chinese contTract 
laborers in Senegal， Congo 
Free State，French Congo 
and Tanganyika. But So 
many Sickened and perished 
from the tropical heat and 
diseases that the efforts 
were Soon abandoned.， The 
few Chinese in these areas 
today comprise mostly free 
immigrants，Some coming by 
way of South Africa，oF 
their descendents. 

More than 4,000 Chinese， 
mostly from Sze Yup，used to 
live in Mozambique. But after 
that country gained her 
independence in 197$，Chinese 
properties and businesses Were 
expropriated， and large 
numbers of Chinese left for 
Brazil，the US，Canada，and 
South Africa.

"protective control”under the 
Supervision Of her nearest 
Telative: The court"S 
announcement however did 
not mention if she was free to 
leave Taiwan. 

Meanwhile in Los Angeles， 
International Daily News in 
its Oct. 4 editorial continues 
to maintain Lee's innocence 
and calls on the -Taiwan 
government to conduct a 
thorough ， investigation into

Not until 1980 did Ma regain 
his former status as advisor to 
the Ministry of Health，His 
facilities were restored, and he 
was able to resume his leprosy 
Studies.
